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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

1. Claims 1-18, drawn to gas cooled turbine generator, classified in class 310, 
subclass 58, 

n. Claims 19-25, drawn to method of assembling turbine generator stator using 
special tools, classified in class 29, subclass 596. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
baffles may be installed manually using wrenches and ladders, the locking tool carried by self- 
propelled vehicle may be used for installation of turbine blades and nozzles. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Terrence Brennan on January 6, 2005 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of I, claims 1-18. Affirmation of 
this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 19-25 are 
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withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a 
non-elected invention. 

5. AppHcant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Drawings 

1. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art— because only that which is 
old is illustrated.

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because Figure 2 does not show the 
4-4 line representing the sectional view of Figure 4, as described in the specification. Any 
structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be 
shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number 
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of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed fi-om the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets 
may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) 
should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. Color photographs and color drawings are acceptable only for examination purposes 
unless a petition filed under 37 CFR 1.84(a)(2) is granted permitting their use as acceptable 
drawings.

Claim Rejections ' 35 use § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In line 2, "a locking plate" is ambiguous since it is not clear if the recited plate is the 
same as the plate already recited in claim 4. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipate by Lowther et al. 
(US 4,751,412). 

Lowther et al. disclose invention as claimed: a rotor 1 1 having baffles 25 arranged in 
rings and defining a pluraHty of gas zones, a stator core 10 having stator slots 15 and a bore in 
which the rotor is received, a plurality of air gap baffle assemblies 24 arranged in segmented 
baffle rings within the stator slots, each of the air gap baffle assemblies includes the baffle 
segment and an individual locking cam 31 cooperating with a respective baffle segment and 
locking the baffle segment relative to a stator slot at which the baffle segment is positioned, a 
wedge 41 formed to receive the individual locking cam such that upon twisting of the locking 
cam the wedge is deformed for locking the baffle segment in the stator slot, each individual 
locking cam includes a tubular stub member having an extemal locking cam surface for engaging 
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the wedge such that upon rotation of the locking cam the external locking cam surface deforms 
the wedge, a locking plate 32 received within a stator slot and cooperating with the wedge and 
including an extemal lock 36, the wedge includes leg members forming a bore that receives the 
locking cam (Re Figures 6C and 6 D), each individual locking cam includes an end portion 31b 
adapted for engaging a locking tool 43. 

Re claims 7 and 16, the method of forming the device is not germane to the issue of 
patentability of the device itself Therefore, the limitation of the locking tool being carried by a 
self-propelled vehicle has not been given patentable weight. 

Re claims 10-18 the substantially airtight casing is inherent to the hydrogen-cooled 
generator disclosed by Lowther et al. 

Prior Art 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
